The 
world Of man at present Is not exact- 
ly as he would have it; but by natural 
process of that force ‘evolution’, 
‘something good is sure to turn up.’ 
‘Rvolution’ for him 1s pure magic — 
he never stops to ask himself wheth- 
er or not evolution is as consistent 
with retrogression as it Is with pro- 
areas, 

Unconsciously ‘following Rousseauys 
he believes that man is a naturally 
good animal and, let follow his own 
impulses, he will arrive at a com- 
fortable enough destination, I sup- 
pose the man-in the street would 
consider the Great War as a good ex- 
ample or man's “following fits” Own 
impulses. Yes: Evolution will make 
everything splendid eventually in the 
things he seeks — food, shelter, sen- 
sationaligm—for these are what com- 
prise life—and ‘there ain't no hell 
anyway,’ As for life having any ref- 
erence to Divine Providence’ — well, 
it's simply a ‘tale told by an Idiot, 
full of sound and fury signifying no- 
thing’, as it was apparently to Shake- 
speare who wrote those words. 

Of course different classes express 
themselves differently. The Hon. 
Algie and Lady Patricla put it one 
way; Tom in the beer parlour and 
Sally, with whom he walks out, will 
put it another. H. G. Wells writes 
it for the seven and sixpenny book 
trade; Lord Russell wraps it up in 
high-sounding language for universi- 
ty consumption — but it all amounts 
to the same thing — it is an attitude 
essentially contemptuous of Religion 
and responsibility . . . ”

‘REFUTES Es CRITICISM . 


Hon. W. A. Fallow, 
public works, was the chief speaker 
at a public meeting held in Bassano 
on Wednesday afternoon, when he 
outlined various government. policies 
in connection with reduced interest 
rates on Alberta's indebtedness, the 
natural resources of the province and 
the new “prosperity bonds”, - 

Mr, Fallow denied reports which 
have allegedly been widely broadcast 
by daily papers to the effect that Mr. 
Aberhart was resigning the premfer- 
ship to him. Mr. Aberhart has no 
notion of quitting, he said, and be- 
sides he has no ambition to hold that 
office, being fully occupied with his 
own job as a cabinet member. The 
speaker also pointed out that various 
dailies had been spreading falee ru- 
more in an effort to cause confusion 
in the minds of the people. 

The speaker stated that one-half 
the total income of the province is 
taken up in interest charges. The 
government has reducéd these charg- 
es by $3 million annually since they 
took office and was determined to 
ease the burden on the taxpayers of 
Alberta, 

Déaling with the policy of the So- 
cial Credit government in balancing 
their budget, he stated that this was 
guaranteed to bondholders if they 
agreed to a reduction in interest, To 
balance the budget, a 2 per cent sales 
tax, or rather, ultimate consumers’ 
tax, was absolutely necessary and 
was considered to be one of the least 
troublesome taxes. The Social Credit 
government is actually more inter- 
ested in a balanced diet for ita people 
than in balanced budgets, stated Mr. 
Fallow. 
~All the current criticliam of the 
prosperity bonds appearing dally in 
newspapers is merely propaganda. 
Thé government has received assur- 
ance from A}berta’ businessmen that 
they will use the bonds, that the 
whole issue will be taken care of. 

The natural resources of this prov- 
ince have only been scratched, said 
the cabinet minister. He referred to 
the big crude oil producer which has 
just recently been reported. A $1% 
million dollar plant is being put up 
at Fort Vermilion to extract crude, 
gas, etc., from the tar sands. In the 
northern areas of the province an im- 
mense salt bed has been discovered 
and will be exploited. A 199-ft. seam 
of solid salt has been opened and 
when salt is refined in this province, 
cost to producers will be cut in half. 

Alberta has 67% of all the coal in 
Canada. Water power is abundant 
and a vast power scheme might eas- 
{ly be possible, 

The government hopes to issue 
prosperity bonds very s800n now, 
stated Mr. Fallow. $6,000 in the cer- 
tiflcates will be distributed in each 
constituency, and a total of $250,000 
will be issued at first. The new money 
will be used to pay for road work, 
and will probably be in circulation by 
July 1st. 

Government experts have studied 
various scrip schemes and have 
found that the plan to be used here 
has been tried and found successful 
in several cases. Wholesalers will 
be able to redeem bonds at face value 
monthly. The bonds will be backed 
by currency. It will act similarly to 
accepting a one per cent discount for 
cash, in the opinion of many retail- 
ers, said Mr. Fallow. 

The government is not out to rob 

bondholders or break the banks, but 
to help the people of Alberta, the 
minister said in closing. 
F. J. Mueller of Husgar, president of 
the Bow Valley Social Credit assoei- 
ation, acted aa chairman of the meet- 
ing. He introduced Hon, Mr. Fallow 
and W. HB. Cain, M.L.A. He express- 
ed gratifftation for the address and 
hoped that the speakers would be 
here again soon.

THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS 

The pursuit of happiness should be one of 
the principle activities of mankind. But 
there seems to be no incentive to the spread 
of happiness. 

People are taught learning of many and 
varied forms; they are taught how to make 
money, how to add to their property, how tu 
insure against death or poverty; but not how 
to be happy. 

There are no school or college courses to 
instruct people on the road to happiness nor 
are there any research institutes formed for 
that purpose. There are general principles 
about human happiness known to most 
people. We know happiness is transient, that 


it is not to be captured by direct pursuit, 
that all who joy would) win must share it. 
Also that few careers are less likely to win 
happiness than the calculated following of a 
so-called “life of pleasure’ for such a life 
lacks the sense of ‘effort, of achievement and 
creation, of working towards a never-quite- 
attained goal, without which complete hap- 
piness seems to be impossible. 

With all the wisdom that has been uttered 
about it, happiness remains the most elusive 
of human goods, and an impenetrable veil 
hangs over the secret of getting as much of 
it as we would like. It’s pretty hard to tell 
What does bring happiness as poverty and 


wealth have both failed. 

The year 1986 may be a break for the 
girls, but to the pedestrian it’s just another 
leap year. 


THE FALL OF A POLITICAL DYNASTY 

The Taschereau government in Quebec is 
toppling. Recent revelations of actions which 
suggest malfeasance on the part of the gov- 
ernment have precipitated the disintegra- 
tion of a government that was at one time 
thought to be invulnerable. 

But all governments fall sooner or later. 
In fact the minute a government assumes 
power the process of disintegration com- 
mences. No government or no form of gov- 


ernment can last very long in this ever- 
changing world. 

Quebec, a conservative province, fell into 
the ranks of Liberalism through circum- 


stances that were fortuitous for that party. 
The leadership of Laurier, one of Canada’s 


outstanding statesman, did more to unite 
Quebec to Liberalism than any other one 
thing. 


Then Quebec was to some extent against 
the participation of Canada in the Great 
War. Certainly she was opposed to conscrip- 
tion and some unhappy incidents occurred 
there which were never related to the public 
press, when the Dominion authorities sought 
to enforce conscription. 

The movement opposed to Taschereau 
Liberalism is not a Conservative one, but 
rather a “left wing’? undertaking. The new 
party has some revolutionary ideas and 
there may be a stirring among the dovecotes 
of St. James streel when this nev, party gets 
into power, as seems inevitable. 

Quebec has been somewhat reactionary 
in its political and economic outlook for a 
long time but this attitude will not continue 
when the Taschereau government topples. 


THE PROVINCE OF 
VANCOUVER ISLAND? 

In these afflicted days when there is se 
much talk of the over-government of Cana- 
dians and the extravagant costs of the same, 
one might expect it to be unpopular to sug- 
gest an extension of* government. But the 
ambitious and proud people of Vancouver 
Island apparently have not fallen in line 
with this modern outlook, and are demand- 
ing that their island become the tenth prov- 
ince of Canada and separate from British 
Columbia. 

Insular people as a rule are liberty-loving 
and proud. They hate to have their necks 
bowed beneath the yoke or to wear anoth- 
er’s collar, so Vancouver Island folks, irri- 
tated at the over-bearance of mainland Brit- 
ish Columbia, are on the march to freedom. 

Vancouver Island is one of Canada’s most 
delightful spots.. If Prince Edward Island is 
the Garden of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
» Vancouver. Island is’ the paradise of the 
Pacific: It stretches for 400 miles along the 
western ‘coast of the continent, its southern- 
_ most extremity reaching south of the United 

States boundary, possessing an almost ideal

A LINK WITH THE PAST SEVERED 


Few of the younger generation know 
much of John Hayes Hammond, United 
States mining engineer, who died the other 
day at an advanced age. But this little “gold- 
smeller” was one of the great figures of the 
latter part of the nineteenth century, and 
one of the men who made a substantial con- 
tribution to history. 

Hammond was a contemporary of Cecil 
Rhodes, Empire Building Britisher, who 
dominated South Africa during his life time. 
Rhodes and his partner, Barney Barnato, 
hired the American mining engineer at a 
fabulous salary to investigate the mining 
possibilities of the Cape country. 

Hammond was the son of a California 
“Forty-niner” gold) miner who had been 
given a splendid opportunity to learn the art 
of mine-finding at Yale and in post-graduate 
work in European universities. Besides his 
sound technical training the man had an 
uncanny genius for locating gold mines and 
it was this capacity that earned for him well- 
paid assignments to study the geology and 
mineral wealth of many countries of the 
world. 

His most notable development, of course, 
was the Rand gold mines in South Africa. 
These deep-sunken ore reefs are providing 
that country with new wealth annually to 
the extent of from $200,000 to $300,000. 
South Africa to-day as a result of these gold 
mines is one of the most prosperous coun- 
tries in the world.

LOSSES ARE INEVITABLE 

The Scotch Philosopher, whose writings 
have proven a valuable and well-read con- 
tribution to this page for a long time, 
pointed out that Russia defaulted on both 
principal and interest debt payments and got 
over it fairly well. Other countries have 
similarly defaulted without apparent disas- 
trous result: 

This is quite true. As a matter of fact loss 
is part and parcel of “the system.”

Otherwise interest would consume the 
world. Those with savings or capital acquired 
in some way or another, seeking investment 
for same, must take risks. And the chances 
that they will lose are yery good. 

If at the time modern banking was started 
in Venice a man with $100,000 had invested 
his money at three per cent, and interest had 
been compounded at three per cent and. paid 
punctually over the intervening period— 
something like 300 years—the total sum 
would now amount in value to a ball of gold 
about the size of Mother Earth.

tention. The policy of the Board has been to give firat ration to 
well-established residents who he ey gercans of yrs gation farming : 
and who wish to enlarge their holdings use of loss of ape hrough 
re-classification. ‘Special consideration has been given to residents who 
have families reaching maturity which are now in a position to operate land. 
Consideration was then given to those residents of the District who have 
been successfully operating irrigated farms under lease, Sales of lands to 
outside parties have in all cases been investigated and only those settlers 
selected who have given indication of being able to succeed in the " 
In those parts of the Dfstrict where there has been any indfcation of a water 
shortage in past years, sales of land for irrigation have been limited to the 
acreage lost by re-classification. j 


The Board was successful in obtaining from the Federal Government 
a grant of $16,000 for the construction of a reservoir on One Tree Creek, 
North-east of the Town of Brooks. This reservoir, when operated in con- 
junction with the present irrigation system, will serve approximately 10,000 © 
acres of land. 


Prior to the election of the Board certain negotiations had been carried 
on by those individuals representing the District with the officials of the 
Duke of Sutherland Estate, and the District had been committed to a policy 
of cancellation of considerable arrears of water rentals. The District had 
also been committed to re-building the distributary system serving the lands, 
During such negotiations no great assurance had’ been given that the 
Sutherland land would be put into immediate use, and return future rev- 
enue to the community. The Board, therefore, made a study of thé question 
and decided to take over by purchase the entire tract, The purchase was 
put through on very satisfactory terms; the purchase price was paid in full;’ 
the land was re-classified; and the Board is pleased to announce that all 
parcels but one of the lands have been disposed of so as to reimburse the 
District for both the purchase price of the lands and the cost of renovating ° 
the distributing system. 


A large amount of attention has been given to the question of leases, 
The Board insisted that collection of lease rental arrears assigned to the 
District by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company be paid, and with few 
exceptions the accounts have been put in order. Considerable pressure 
has been brought on the Board to break up the larger lease holdings. The 
Board has generally declined to disturb the larger leases upon which the 
rates are being paid promptly as it feels that a sound ranching industry is 
essential to the success of the District. A large number of smaller leases 
located in the centre of the irrigated lands have been sold. In all cases, 
first opportunity has been given to the lease holder to purchase the lands 
if such lease holder has been paying lease rentals promptly. In many cases, 
leases which contain a considerable percentage of low-quality irrigable land 
are being sold at a very nominal figure, the purchasers being required to 
pay water rate for a limited acreage. This assures the purchasers of stock 
r, and brings a reasonable return to the District for its water distribut- 
ing system. ° 


The Board was faced with a very serious problem in connection witb 
taxation. The-amount of taxes levied upon District lands in 1986 would 
have required for full payment an increase in water rate approximating 
forty cents per acre. The Board's reserve funds were frozen in Savings 
Certificates upon which the Provincial Government had stopped payment. 
The levy was for the full twelve months of the year and one-third was in- 
curred during the ownership of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company. The 
District was, therefore, called upon four months after its formation to meet 
a twelve months’ tax account; it was unable to do 80, The Board, therefore, 
instructed the Management to pay a certain portion of the tax, to organize 
the land sales policy as quickly as possible, and as final disposition of the 
land was made, to make such payments as could be arranged. This policy 
has been followed and the Board hopes to have the entire question in order 
with a minimum of delay. 


The Board found itself and its Management considerably handicapped 
throughout the year by the circulation of. rumors and reports on its poli- 
cies, which in many cases were not based on facts. It gave considerable 
thought to ways and means of passing correct information to the people of 
the District. In its efforts it obtained from the proprietors of the Brooks 
Bulletin an offer to place every resident of the District on the mailing list 
of such paper at an annual subscription of $1.00, the District to assist in 
‘making collection of such subscription. The present subscription rate is 
$2.00. The editor agreed if such plan could be completed to devote a certain 
amount of space in each issue of the paper to the affairs of the District in 
order that the people might be advised at all times of its operation. The 
Board decided that the plan should be laid before the people at their Annual 
Meeting and would like an expression of opinion on it. 


The Board was approached by two or three organizations during the year 
for assistance in establishing industries of various types in the District, The 
most persistent demand came from the National Food Products Company 
Limited for support in establishing a canning factory and cheese factory in 
Brooks. The Board has taken the stand that its responsibility is the effi- 
cient direction of the Irrigation District only, and has declined to take an 
active part in other activities, assuming that the best foundation upon which 
any industry may build here is an efficiently operated irrigation district, 

With the knowledge of the Board, the Management has been steadily 
re-organizing the District’s staff and methods of operation with a view to the 
strictest possible economy, with the result that by the end of the year 
assurance could be given that there would be no increase in the water rate 
for 1936, despite the fact that the District lost approximately $20,000.in cash 
revenue by re-classification and will lose a further amount estimated at ap- 
proximately $10,000. 


The Board has appreciated the wonderful cooperation of: the residents 
of the District during the first year, which was bound to be a trying one, 
and requests for itself and its staff a continuance of this cooperation,
